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The  proceeding  v/es  begun  at  0900, 

THE  PRESlL»EhT:  Do  you  have  an  application, 
Mr.  Harris? 

IJt.  IL’iRhlS;  Yos,  sir,  HASKIlriOTO  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  file  with  the  Clerk  his  application  for 
calling  witnesses  and  documents,  and  it  is  supposed 
to  be  submitted  on  the  4th  of  November,  It  so  hap¬ 
pens  that  his  attorney,  Mr,  JL.Yi.SHI,  has  been  ill 
with  Bright's  Disease  since  about  the  first  week  in 
September,  and  I,  myself,  became  his  *  merican  counsel 
on  the  1st  of  September,  We  have  had  very  little 
opportunity  to  converse  together,  and  he  h«s  re¬ 
quested  permission  to  have  his  name  placed  at  the 
end  of  the  list  rather  than  at  the  beginning, 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  want  his  name  tied  at 
the  end  of  the  list?  Well,  in  the  Order  of  the 
Court  is  a  provision  — 

CLERK  OF  THE  COUliT:  This  is  the  Order, 
sir  (handing  document  to -President) , 

THE  PRESIDENT;  (Continuing)  that  the  appli¬ 
cations  may  be  changed  as  regards  dates  v/ith  the  con¬ 
currence  of  all  the  defense  counsel  and  of  the  Court, 
I  think  that  is  the  effect  of  it,  I  do  not  suppose 
there  v/ill  be  any  objection  by  other  counsel  —  other 


defense  counsel. 

MR.  HARRIS:  No,  sir.  As  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain,  nobody  seemed  opposed  to  it. 

I  tried  to  get  sore  of  them  to  change  the  dates,  but 
most  of  them  would  like  v/hatever  additional  time  they 
could  get.  It  happens  that  the  application  set 
for  the  l?^th  has  only  three  names:  TOGO,  TOJO  and 
WEZU.  Mr.  Dlakeney  is  representing  both  TOGO  and 
Ui.IEZU  so  that,  if  the  date  v/as  changed  from  the  4th 
to  the  l8th,  I  do  not  pr<‘sume  it  v/ould  take  much 
extra  tim.e  to  make  the  application. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  "^ell ,  you  can  assure  me 
that  other  defense  counsel  consent? 

MR.  H/iRRIS:  Yes,  sir,  I  can. 

THE  FREvGIDENT:  "V/111  agree."  I  think  that 
is  the  expression.  On  that  assumption,  the  Court 
also  agrees  --  the  Tribunal,  that  is,  so  the  Order 
will  be  amended  by  deleting  the  reference  to 
HASHIMOT 0  where  it  now  appears  in  the  second  para¬ 
graph  of  Clause  3  of  the  Order  and  inserting  it  in 

the  last  paragraph  of  Clruse  3» 

That  is  the  effect  of  the  change.  We  will 

issue  an  Order. 

CLERK  OF  TltE  COURT:  Very  well,  sir. 

(Whereupon,  at  0905,  the  proceed¬ 
ing  v/as  concluded.)
